1 . WE SHARE THE VIEWS EXPRESSED IN REFTELS THAT THE USG 
ROLE IN ANY MOVEMENT OF NURUZZAMAN OUT OF INDIA SHOULD BE 
A LIMITED ONE. HOWEVER, WE ARE SYMPATHETIC TO THE BDG'S 
DESIRE THAT HE LEAVE INDIA. 

2. SUGGEST THAT YOU EXPLAIN TO TABARAK THAT WE ARE 
PREPARED TO CONSULT WITH BDG MISSIONS IN WASHINGTON OR 
NEW YORK IN THE SEARCH FOR A SUITABLE US EDUCATIONAL 
INSTITUTION FOR NURUZZAMAN IF THEY REQUIRE OUR ASSISTANCE, 

BUT WE BELIEVE INITIATIVE SHOULD REST WITH BDG MISSIONS 
HERE. THE BDG WOULD ALSO HAVE TO BEAR ALL EXPENSES AND 
WOULD HAVE TO HANDLE NURUZZAMAN'S EXIT FROM INDIA. 
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3. FOREGOING ASSUMES NURUZZAMAN WILL HAVE NO DIFFICULTY 
ESTABLISHING ELIGIBILITY FOR STUDENT VISA. 

4. WE LEAVE TO DACCA'S JUDGMENT THE QUESTION OF 

SUGGESTING A MORE NEUTRAL LOCATION FOR NURUZZAMAN, SUCH AS 
AUSTRALIA OR PHILIPPINES, AS SUGGESTED BY DELHI. KISSINGER 
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
